DISCUSSES FACTS IN LAW. 


Justice Bijur, Addressing Bar, Aske 
f Clarity of Decisions. 


Supreme Court Justice Nathan Bijur 


addressed the Association of the Bar 
of the City of New York on “A Look 
Into the Laboratory of the Law’ last 
night. The«most notable characteristic. 
in jural history, he said, is ‘the 


“weighty, if not decisive part played | 


by the factual element.” 

' “By this: I mean not the peculiar 
facts of a particular case,’”’ he went 
‘on, “‘but the! bearing of the facts of 
the world, of the ‘so@ial.structure, 
upon the creation and course of the 
principles applied. We sée here the 
significance of the latest’‘school’ in 
the philosophy of the law, namely, 
that which emphasized its’ functional! 
development.’” 

Justice Bijur said that “‘since every 
decision is likely to play an important 
part in the. subsequent formulation of 
the law, we should always aim at pre- 
cision of thought and clarity of ex- 
pression.” * , . 

The jurist criticized the term “sub- 
stantial justice,” saying it: was ‘‘diffi- 
cult to conceive of any other kind. I 


find it. all too frequently employed as 
a cloak to conceal unsubstantial ex- 
aminatior of facts and insufficient 
consideration of principles.”’ 

The Justice declared that the ‘‘most 
potent and determinative element in 
the development of the law is personal 
judicial ability. I venture to sum up 
the chief qualification of bench. and 
bar in the task of finding and declar- 
ing the law, as cultured common- 
sense.”

‘gible to piece together circumstances 


relating to recent events in Manchu- 
tia and to construct something like a 


*. connected story of the part taken by 
' Japan in shaping them. 


Such a story necessarily must be a 
complex of diplomatic poses, state- 
ments, denials, evasions and admis- 
sions; of inspired press comment and 
propaganda; of stray and at-times ap- 
parently unrelated facts which slip by 
the diplomats and censors and creep 
into print here and there; of details 
brought ‘piecemeal from the scene by 
unprejudiced observers, and of rea- 
sonable deduction from it all. On its 
face it is a rather confused story, filled 
with seeming contradictions, and one 
article scarcely can touch more. than) 
its high lights. 

The significance of Japan’s actions 


in this matter should be taken more 


as applying to broad international pol- 
ity in Eastern Asia than in their 
bearings on the immediate.outcome of 
one of China’s internal upheavals. 
For, at Washington four years. ago,’ 


_ the powers went on record, firstly, 


that Manchuria is an integral part of 
China’s territory, aid, secondly, that 
none of them would take the occasion 
of China’s internal disorders to med- 
die or to promote their own particular 
interests. 

This incident comes at a time, too, 
when failure of the Chinese Govern- 
ment to enforce its treaties is under 
foreign criticism. It raises these que- 
ries: When is a treaty a treaty? and 


What and when is foreign interven- 
tion? ~ 


Take first the existing treaty status 
Japan has 
military occupation of and a civil gov- 
ernment in a part of the nose of the 
Liao Peninsular, projecting out of 
Manchuria into the Gulf of Chihli; She 
acquired that position from Russia 
after the Russo-Japanese War. Rus- 
sia’s original lease has expired, and tng 
Peking Government refused to gran 
an extension of the lease under the 
Twenty-one Demands clauses which 
Japan obtained by menacing China. 
China says that Japan has no right in 
the Liao-tung now; but Japan remains 
there, and China is unable to expel her 
by force. : 

In greater Manchuria outside of the 
so-called “leased territory’ 6n Liao- 
tung Japan has ‘“‘interests’”—railways, 
mines and. other concessions; that 
is, property. For foreigners to own 
property in a country is common. 
There is a great deal of foreigh-owned 
property in the United States. But 
ordinarily such foreign ownership does 


not carry with it any sovereign rights 


in a country. It has the same legal 
status and gets the same treatmenf 
as property in that — owned by 
its citizens. . 


dapan Has a Special Status. 


By reason of old treaties secured 
one way and another from Chinese 
officials, first by. Imperial Russia and 


later by Imperial Japan, these Japa- 


nese properties in Manchuria have a 
very special status. Japan exercises 
the right to ‘‘police’’ as well as to ad- 
minister and» manage them. This 
policing is done by what usually are 
termed “railway guards,’”’ or gen- 
darmes,but which really are Japanese 
troops.. These gendarmes police also 
the Japanese residential concessions 
which are established at most impor- 
tant towns in Southern Manchuria, 
like foreign settlements elsewheré . in 
China. No other foreign nation besides 
Japan has residehtial concessions in 
Manchuria. 

In this way the railway * of way, 
‘or ‘‘zone,”’ on both sides of the tracks 


and including, considerable areas 


around the stations, amounts to an at- 


tenuated ‘projection of Japan’s sover- 
eign authority from the seacoast and 
Korea into e heart of the country. 
This projection has compléte com- 
munications with Japan by radio and 
wire telegraphs. Its grip is evident. 
Not to burden this article with too 
many details, it now suffices to say 
that the course of events in Manchuria 
for the last ten years has brought 
about a broad interlocking of Japanese 
interests: there with the political and 
mili régime, of Chang Tso-lin, No 
one outside of governments knows ex- 
actly how many private* agreements 
Chang has signed with the Japanese 
in the course of his many borrowings 
and efforts to consolidate his power in 
the Eastern provinces. In Manchuria 
we have a concrete example of the 
thesis of ‘“‘backing a strong man” in 
China.

In Mukden that: move was given two 
interpretations: firstly, to allay the 
panic in the yamen hs prevent the 
plotters from assassi ng Chang, and 
secondly, to reassure Chang and pre- 
vent him from abandoning the field 
and leaving Mukden. While during the 
days -that followed Chang may not 
have been actually detained by the 
Japanese, their action undoubtedly pre- 
vented him from fleeing. 

On the following day some contin- 
gents of Japanese troops from Dairen 
(Port Arthur) arrived in Mukden, and 
some 6f them, it is asserted by eye- 
witnesses, changed into Chinese uni- 
forms and mingled with forces which 
remained loyal to. Chang. 

The immediate .effect of those * 
was to restore the morale of Chang 
and of his Generals and troops. If any 
of his Generals and officers were se- 
cretly disaffected, that move of the 
Japanese. caused them to hesitate and 
reflect. and reconsider. Indecision 
means failure t® a coup d’etat. Japan- 
ese thus prevented the plot from go- 
ing through as planned at the Muk- 
den end. For the moment the situa- 
tion there was saved. 

In the other quarter, Chang’s son 
made a hurried trip by way of Dairen 
to Tientsin, where he succeeded in in- 


ducing Lu Chang-lin to desert his 


quandom ally, Kuo, and remain loyal 
to Chang Tso-lin.. Chinese believe that 
Lu was induced to change sides again~ 
by a cash payment of 2,000,000 taels, 
which they say was financed by a Jap- 
anese bank ih Tientsin. 


-Kuo Is Caught and Killed. 


‘That shift of Lu altered the whole 
situation, and from that moment Kuo’s 
coup was doomed to failure. His army 
was:left “in the air’ in a military 
sense, without a base and short of am- 
munition and other supplies. With an 
enemy instead ‘of an ally in his rear, 
Kuo now had to push through to Muk- 
den quickly or collapse. 

Funds also were provided, Chinese 
say, with which to buy back the loy- 
alty of some Generals who had gone 
off with Kuo. When Lu deserted Kuo 
it also effectually prevented Marshal 
Peng from giving Kuo support, for 
Lu’s army was directly across the 
only rail communications by which 
Feng could send reinforcements and 
supplies in time. Feng, however, did 
move, and attacked Tientsin; but the 
plot had been wrecked, and by the 
time Feng succeeded in taking Tien- 
tsin Kuo’s army had disintegrated, he 


had fled in disguise, had been. cap- 
tured and executed. - 


Japan Declared. N eutrality. 


It was interesting to observe in 
Peking, when Kuo’s rebellion became 
known there, the attitude promptly as- 
sumed by the Japanese Legation, 
which professed to be pleased at the 
developments and pretended to want 
Kuo’s coup'to succeed. That attitude 
-was maintained tnroughout the crisis, 
and it had the effect of puzzling many 

ple who knew enough of what is 
nvolved basically to see that Japan’s 
policy. logically would be to favor 
Chang Tso-lin. 

There was a well-defined propaganda 
in the press of Japan to the same ef- 
fect. It was evident that there existed 
a desire in high Japanese official quar- 
ters to give an impression that Japan 
was indifferent whether Chang Tso- 
lin stood or. fell and that while Japan 
officially was entirely neutral, Tokio 
would not be sorry if Kuo’s plot suc- 
ceeded. The fact that General Kuo in 
the Autumn had attended the army 
manoeuvres in Japan and was well re- 
ceived there lent some plausibility to 
that diplomatic gesture, and even 
caused many people to believe that 
Tokio was “backing’’ Kuo. That was 
the diplomatic ‘‘face’’ Japan put on) 
at Peking. -

On account of his writings and ad- 
dresses during the World War Profes- 
sor Hart tedly was charged with 
partisanship, now on the sife of Great 
Britain again on the side of the 
Central Powers. Professor Hart, him- 
self, in an article declared that ‘Great 
Britain's blockade was illegal and 
when upon America’s entry into the 
war, he was chargef with being pro- 
German, many, ineluding Theodore 
Roosevelt, flocked to his aid. His twin 
sons enlisted at the entry of this coun~ 
try into the conflict. 

In 1922 Professor Hart was charged 
with being un-American in a ‘textbook 
of iis which was said to have reported 
historical: events unfairly in favor of 
the British. He answered the charge 
with a statement that he had no at- 
tachment save that to his own country 
and asked, ‘‘Can all of my critig¢s say 
as much?” 

In April, 1925, Professor Hart threat- 
ened to resign from the International 
Law Society over a debate at a meet- 
ing on race loyalty.

Judge Thacher Upholds Adminis- 
trator in Dupree Medical Case. 

Federal. Judge Thomas D. Thacher 
handed down a decision yesterday re- 
fusing the request of the Dupree Medi- 
cal Company, 203 East I'welfth Street, 
to compel the Prohibition Administra- 
tor for this district) to issue to the 
company a\ permit for the monthly 
purchase of 500 gallons. of alcohol, 
1,000 gallons of whisky and 500 gallons 
of wine. The decision was based on 
the company’s refusal, or inability, to 
show a legitimate need for so much 
alcohol, whisky and wine, 

On Wednesday Judge Thacher 
handed down a decision ordering the 
Prohibition Administrator to grant a 
hearing in the case of a. Hartford 
(Conn.) concern. He had refused) a 
permit renewal and held that all such 
cases were reviewable by the United 
States Courts of Equity and that the 


Prohibition Administratcr’s powers 

were not arbitrary in such matters.

GRAND JURY REBUKED | 
FOR DRY LAW ATTACK 


Justice Rodenbeck Calls Action 
of Monroe County Body Open 
Refusal to Obey the Law. 


ROCHESTER, N. Y., March-4 (4).— 
The action of the Monroe County 
Grand Jury in recommending modifica- 
tion. of the prohibition law and repeal! 
of “unpopular laws” was characterized 
by Supreme Court Justice: Adolph J. 
Rodénbeck today as an ‘‘open refusal’ 
to enforce the law. The Justice de- 
clared that the jury’s statement “‘is a 
defiance which amounts to a con- 
spiracy against the Government.” 

The Grand Jury, reporting yesterday 
upon a request by the Justice for an 
investigation of apparent disregard for 
law enforcement in that county, as- 





‘serted ‘that such a condition existed 


not only in Monroe County. but 
throtighout the United States, and that 
passage of the Eighteenth Amend- 
ment was responsible. The jury said 
it believed’. that all laws’ should be 
enforced, but that “sound common 
sense should prevail in place of: ¢er- 
tain kinds of politics.” 

Justice, Rédenbeck, explaining that 
members of the Grand Jury. were 
charged with enforcement of the law 
without to its character, de- 
clared that ‘“‘for a public officer en- 
trusted with the enforcement of the 
law to’ say that he will not enforce 
the law is an act of disloyalty.” 

*“‘Common sense’ in enforcement 
mentioned in the report,” added the 
Justice, “means a discrimination 
among laws and men. It means a 
government by men and not by law. 
This is a new principle in American 
Government. 

“The alignment of the people is 
gradually becoming one for the Gov- 
ernment and one against, the. Govern- 
ment. ‘The Grand Jury has taken its 
stands * * * There is no authority 
for such a report by the Grand Jury 
and it has been misinformed as to its 
duty. The Grand Jury is not selected 
to advise the national Government as 
to what laws it shall enact and in 
doing so it has betrayed its trust, and 
those responsible for the report should 
have ‘the finger’ of’ public contempt 
pointed at them.”

But it does declare that if there 
are to be laws with that aim, they 
must be intelligently drawn so as to 
be made effective and enforceable. 
And its contention is that the Mullan- 
Gage acts of 1921, upon which the 


present bills are closely modeled, were 


#0 badly drawn that they could not be 
enforced without delaying or imperil- 
ing the prosecution of major felons. 
As a matter of fact, they were not 
enforced, They could not be, if for 
no other reason than that the proce-

A FIVE-YEAR ARMY AIR PROGRAM. 

The legislative air program for the 
army, announced by Secretary ‘Davis, 
seemingly has the approval of the 
House Military Affairs Conimittee. On 
Wednesday it voted down General 
Patrick’s plan of'an aviation service 
resembling the Marine Corps, as also 
the proposal of a unified air corps 
(army and navy), and the consolida- 
tion of military activities under a Min- 
istry of Defense. ‘The vote of the 
committee was 16 to 5 against a uni- 
fied air service. The Ministry of De- 
fense was rejected by only one ma- 
jority. e bill drawn under the eye 
of Gene  Parrick for a separate air 
corps was quickly disposeg of. He had 
abandoned it himself. He had made 
his peace with the War Department, 
being satisfied that its five-year plan 
was a fair exchange. 

Too much stress has been laid upon 
the committee’s disapproval of the rec- 
ommendation by. the Morrow Board: 
that Assistant Secretaries for Air in 
the War and Navy Departments be 
created. Their need has always been 
debatable, and economy~ would be 
served by retaining the existing organ- 
izations. The Morrpw Board report 
had this to say about expansion of the 
air services over a term of years: 

We do not consider it wise to make 
definite plans for such an extended 
period as ten years; we consider a 
plan looking forward over a period of 

not to exceed five years as more 
prudent. We, therefore, do not rec- 
ommend the full realisation of the 
plan .of ‘the Lassiter Board, but 
rather that the matter be made the 
sub; of further study under com- 
petent authority. 


,The bill which Secretary Davis is 
preparing provides for an Air Corps of 
1,650. officers, 15,000 enlisted men, .500 
flying cadets, atid 2,200 planes, at the 
end of a five-year term, The increase 
of officers over the: present. strength 
would be 400, and of enlisted men 
6,000." The total cost would be $150,- 
000,000, divided into five equal parts. 
Of that. amount $37,500,000 would be 
applied to the purchase of planes. Pro-| 
vision is made for 550. reserve. officers 
on duty with regular army aif units 
for from -six months to two years. 
“The constantly changing personnel 
of reserve officers should assure us,” 
Says Secretary Davis, ‘‘a‘larger force 
rei high-class: flyers in case of war 
**and should have a very stimulating 
* effect upon interest in’ practical fly- 
‘ing among American citizens.’’ One 
provision in the billwould amend the 
National Defense act, so as to provide 
for.an army air complement of equal 
strength with the’ recommendation of 
the Lassiter report; ‘but, as Secretary 
Davis points out, nothing‘is said about 
equipment.: ‘This section of the bill 
looks to the ‘future.

MARKET. -~ —~ 
Probably there is no: community in 
the world where violent fluctuations 


Jon the Stock Exchange, -whether up- 


ward or downward, excite such wide- 
spread interest as with ‘us. “This is by 
no means wholly or chiefly because of 
pecuniary interest in stock speculation. 
The main cause is the traditional be- 
lief that the stock market foreshadows 
good times by a rise in prices and bad 
times by a fall.. ‘The sweeping decline 
in stocks, during the first half of the 
present .week, running ‘in some shares 
to 30 points or more in the three days, 
may fot that reason: be said to have 
occasionéd. a kind of‘ consternation. 

There does not appear to have béen 
ground for it. The stock market's 
prophetic. function regarding the busi=. 
ness future is disputed by nobody, if 
the circumstances. are -normal; but 
there are and always will be occasions 
when ‘extravagant movements on that 
market reflect nothing but’ illusions | 
which have seized on Wall Street itself 
regarding speculative values, wholly 
regardiess of — the probabilities of 
trade. Every one nowadays recog- 
nizes last Autumn’s market as very 
much of that sort. The abundance of 
available credit made posstble such 
accumulation of stocks by speculators 
on -a rising market as to create the 
belief that nothing could stop the rise 
in pricés—a delusion to which - Wall 
Street itself fell: victim. 

In October a long list of high-priced 
stocks; which had already: nearly or 
quite doubled their market valuation 
of a few months before, were. bid up 
10 or 20 points further in a single 
week; then, in November, came the 
warning from the Federal Reserve 
banks as to the over-use of credit 
Since the speculators had bought the 
stocks only with the purpose of selling 
them to thé general public, the prices 
obtainable ‘necessarily depended on 
whether. the illusions of October.could 
persist with that public. . But that is 
precisely what did not: happen. In 
the end, the large.speculative holdings 
had to be marketed for the best price 
obtainable; which meant that they 
were thrown on a falling market. Ag 
a matter of fact, this week’s spectac- 
ular declines were no greater in scope 
than the advances scored in an equally 
brief stretch of time last Autumn, on 
top of an already violent appreciation. 

The episode is not ‘at all unfamiligr 
in. Wall Street history, and it has little 
ror no relation to the vicissitudes of 
trade. When Wall Street prices were 
at their’ maximum, the Stock Ex- 
change was not talking of the ‘‘ trade 
outlook ’’; it was too busy discussing 
“ mergers,”” “stock dividends” and 
‘gold inflation ’’ to trouble itself with 
everyday commonplaces, That was 
the story of the historic stock market

property. It is an often demonstrated 
tendency of strikers in that industry 
pand State to justify and to require po- 
lice restraints. They are not a gentle 
folk, those workers in New Jersey, 
and, when excited: by real or fancied 
wrongs—they have had both—they 
have been known to misbehave in se- 
‘rious. ways. 

Yet the natural inclination to assume 
that in handling these strikers. the 
police have -been right is-weakened by 
the news that the men in uniform 
showed a special animosity against the 
press: photographers, who wanted to 
take pictures of what was going on. ' 

- Now, why was that? If the police 
were doing only what they should do, 
suppressing rioters, one would expect 
them: to be glad to have such pictures 
taken and published later in the pa- 
pers. So would their courage and skill 
be made widely known. By opposing 
the taking of these pictures, by attack- 
ing the. photographers and breaking 
their cameras, the policemen went far 
toward ‘giving more than excuse for 
the suspicion that their acts would 
not .bear publicity—that they did. not 
want» permanent and indubitable testi- 
mony as to just who did this or that 
to the men, women and children in the 
crowd of strikers.

“The services offered by the surety 
companies in‘the bail situation con- 
tribute to the crime of this city,” said

Did Not Answer Query. 

Mr. McLaughlin said he did not re- 
ply to a questionnaire recently circu- 
lated by a surety company because it 
appeared to him a move for free pub- 
licity.. He continued: 

“There was another reason why I 
did not answer it, and that was the 
fact that nobody knows more about 
this subject and how it should and 
could be corrected than the surety 
companies themselves. Their court 
runners are in touch with as many 
criminals as the detectives of the city 
Police Department. “One of. them has 
ninety or more runners. They are in 
Magistrates’ courts, Special Sessions, 
General Sessions, the Supreme Court 
and the Federal Court.” : 

Mr. McLaughlin said bail bonds were 
of the greatest benefit to criminals in 
that they made it possible for crimi- 
nals to avoid scrutiny. at the daily 
police “line up’’ and thus escape recog- 
nition by detectives. If the criminal 
escaped and forfeited his bail the com- 
pany was -always protected by <ol- 
lateral which frequently consisted of 
stolen Liberty Bonds, he added. 

“‘My thought is this, that if there is 
no other wav of meeting the situation 
it should ‘be done by legislation,” con- 
tinued Mr. McLaughlin.. “‘The com- 
panies should be driven out: of the 
business. They might be allowed to 
furnish bail for a first offender, but 
never for a second or a third.” 

Discussing paroles and “giving a 
man another chance,” Mr. McLaughlin 
said: 

“you hear talk about the restoration 
of the criminal to his former social 
position. In 99 per cent. of the cases 
he never had a social position, and 
when you send him to Sing Sing yow 
are giving him something better than 
he ever had. They ask-for a longer

that statements attributed to Roald 
Amundsen, the explorer, were regarded 
as reflecting on Admiral Robert E. 
Peary prompted the withdrawal of the 
invitation to him to lecture before the 
National Geographic” Society, this 
month, was confirmed in a statement 
issued today by Dr. Gilbert Grosvenor, 
“President of the society. 
Dr. Grosvenor said the society had 
accorded Captain Amundsen greater 
honors than any other explorer except 


Commander Peary, and quoted from a 
speech delivered by Amundsen «in 
praise of Peary when the latter, in 
1913, handed him a special gold medal 
from the society: - No contract’ was 
made with Amundsen to speak before 
the society, Dr. Grosvenor said, but 
when’ he was credited with having 
made a statement reflecting on Peary 
it was felt that the invitation to ad- 
dress the society should be withdrawn.

FINANCIAL MARKETS 


Substantial Recovery in Stock 
‘Exchange Prices Maintained 
at Close—Money 41. 


- The abrupt.and rapid recovery on the 
Stock Exchange yesterday was pre- 
cisely what should have been expected 
after a downward .movement which 
in_the past week, had been almost .as 
unreasonably overdone as some of last 
Autumn’s advance. Jt had become 
plainly evident several days ago that, 
while the market was giving way 
under pressure of forced selling by 
over-extended ‘‘pools,” there: was also 
rolling up an outstanding “bear ac- 
count” of exceptionally large propor- 
tions, to which the ventures even of in- 
experience speculators had contribut- 
ed. In il probability,; covering~ pur- 
chases,for that account would: have 
halteg the decline on Wednesday, but 
for ‘the railway merger decision and 
the expected influence of that an- 
on the market. 

As it happened, the speculative use 
which was made of the, Washington 
news carried the stock market into a 
wholly unreasonable position, whose 
maintenance was not in the least prob- 
able- Overnight reflection could hard- 
ly have failed to convince even a sea- 
soned pessimist that the consequences 
of the finding against the Van Swer- 
fngen merger plan; on the grounds 
assigned, could involve no such neces- 
sary catastrophe as Wednesday’s mar- 
ket appeared to take for granted. The 
perfectly natural result was a series 
of -substantial advances even in yes- 
terday’s opening prices, and continu- 
ous recovery throughout the stock 
market as the day’s trading progressed. 
‘Advances in the railway shares which 
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were weakest the day before ranged 
from 3 to ‘7% points; in the industrial 
shares. whose, decline had been the 
most excessive during the first half of 
the week there were recoveries of 10 
to 2% points. 


This reaction from the unreason- os 


ably rapid decline of the preceding 
eight or nine days does not determine 
the longer future of the market, even if 
(as is not impossible) ‘‘bear covering” 
should bring ‘about ‘further consider- 
able recoveries. The reversal of form 
wilt be useful, however, in quieting 
down the clamor of dismay. regard- 
ing the probable sequel of the falling 
market in the matter of business pros- 
perity. It will have to be admitted 
that the experience of the past week 
or’ so~merely supplements the ex- 
perience of iast Autumn, in proving 
that Wall Street’s mood is still far 
too emotional and imaginative to 
qualify its stock market for - the 


prophetic office. Except for brief in- |’ 


tervals, the-action of that market, 
ever since the real investment buying 
slackened at the end of 1924, has 
been more misleading than inform- 
ing in. regard to the’ business future. 

The Stock Exchange money rate 
held at 444 per cent. all day. A lower 
rate than has recently prevailed was 
certainly warranted by the extensive 
liquidation of speculative’ holdings. and 
by the much lower range of prices. 
The Bank of England gained £1,058,000 
gold for the week. This happened 
mostly because of the bookkeeping 
device of “releasing’’ gold held for a 
colonial bank -reserve, but it made 
possible. an increase in the Bank of 
England’s own reserve ratio to the 
highest figure of the year, well above 
this week in 1925-or 1924. At the 
Bank of France the month-end opera- 
ticns caused’ heavy increase in bor- 
rowings by the Treasury, and brought 
the note circulation above the pre- 
vious’ maximum.
